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Use the Sacraments 


First, there are the sacraments penance and Holy Eucharist 
which give the student right all the actual graces needs 
for fulfilling the purpose each these sacraments. And the 
more frequently they are received, the greater grows the right 
God’s actual graces. Besides, this actual grace ideal respecter 
individual differences, since God deals with students 
according their individual capacities and characters.

Here the 
direct source actual grace, for through this greatest all 
prayers God supplicated directly for His grace which 
bequeaths merited the Divine Victim through the maternal 
hands Mary. The consummation the Mass, Holy Com- 
munion, besides, gives the student the greatest right grace, for 
the Eucharist, being Christ Himself, the greatest the sacra- 
ments. Hence, there such strong reason for encouraging our 
students receive our Sacramental Lord even daily. 


Our Lady’s Help

Grace generates grace. The more school inundated with 
grace, the more will grace multiplied within that school. That 
why, for example, the greatest number religious vocations 
almost invariably come from those schools which yielded the 
greatest number the past, provided, course, there 
deliberate barrier placed the way. 


The Effects Grace 


Anyone who has had school administration knows 
how difficult the staff’s strength alone build worthy 
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traditions and strong school spirit. Yet astounded the 
ease with which almost suddenly accomplished when the 
floodgates grace are opened and its vitalizing currents sweep 
through the school. There new atmosphere suddenly gener- 
ated, which, when caught the majority the students, 
easily reacts the rest. explained other way than 
the tremendous influence grace exerts individual souls, which 
multiplied among the others who make the student 

ody. 

Last, but most important all, let consider habitual 
sanctifying grace. this which the goal actual grace, since 
sanctifying grace acquired, preserved, increased. 


Sanctifying Grace 


The Catholic student sanctifying grace has divine life 
within him for the lack which nothing can compensate, since 
nothing can take its place. Other students are helpless against the 
pull the senses, while girded with power. Other students 
wrestle with their books vain effort gain the insight into 
things eternal; gains the illumination mind that gives him 
grasp the truths Christ. Other students approach decline 
life their bodies gain maturity and then decay from day 
day; grows continually his soul daily waxes stronger 
youthful vigor. Other students possess their souls desolately alone; 
has the Holy Spirit teacher, friend, guide, and consoler. 

Peace and joy belong the supernatural man, for the Holy 
Spirit wraps him round like mantle fire, forever enkindling 
the soul with love and strength, and forever transforming his 
supernatural acts into divine holocausts. 


Gifts the Holy Spirit 


The action the Holy Spirit goes gradations. First, there 
the infusion the cardinal virtues prudence, justice, tem- 
perance, and fortitude which open the door the practice 
all the moral virtues. Think which tremendous advance this 
step alone anyone’s education! Then there are the seven 
gifts the seven virtues the soul which enable the student 
respond easily God’s light and inspiration. Those which 
enlighten the understanding are wisdom, understanding, knowl- 
edge, and counsel. When the saints behold plainly 
the masterpieces grace has wrought. see, for example, the 
Curé Ars, who was weak mental powers yet who through 
the gift knowledge was able draw admiring prelates the 


foot his pulpit; Bernadette Lourdes who, spite her 


slowness school, was able confound her learned questioners. 
Then there are fortitude, piety, and fear God, which strengthen 
the will, demonstrated tellingly, for example, the simple 
shepherdess, Joan Arc, who succeeded being the conquering 
leader the head the battalions France. 

Yet, all these virtues are simply preparatory, since they serve 
perfect the powers the soul. They simply provide the initial 
movements toward God, which are finally culminated the 
sublime virtues faith, hope, and charity uniting the soul 
intimately with God. 

carrying out its exalted role education, the Catholic 
school can become veritable temple dedicating itself render- 
ing the highest possible glory God the persons its young 
“other Christs.” can make its classrooms and corridors the 
glorious avenues grace. can make its teachers the true 
auxiliaries Mary. can achieve its true mission the 
dispensation Divine Providence.

the most recurring problems that 

face parents and educators the sex edu- 
cation youth. steady stream literature 
has been poured from the presses the 
nation treating almost every aspect the 
problem. seems evident however from 
review the periodical literature that little 
progress has been made the past years, 
particularly the point who impart 
this education youth and how 
accomplished. most writers 
agree that parents must the principal 
teachers their own boys and girls this 
subject. Yet has been reported reliably 
that only one third all boys and girls 
are instructed even partially their parents 
older relatives.1 Here breach between 
theory and practice, breach which the Cath- 
olic schools, following seeming Fabian 
policy, hesitate enter, but into which some 
public schools stride with Quixotic zeal. 

The Catholic Periodical Index from 1930-45 
shows that all Catholic periodicals (listed) 
average only two articles per year 
“chastity” and nine sex education, few 
which dealt with the problem the adoles- 
cent. They treated mostly the beauties 
chastity and the necessity virtue. The 
Education Index, the other hand, which 
reflects the thinking chiefly public school 
administrators, featured, the same period, 
1930-45, more than articles per year 
the periodicals listed, and the vast majority 
them dealt with the sex education youth 
specifically.2 Two chief theses stand out 
these articles. The first that lack 
edge, ignorance the “facts life,” 
youngsters the root cause juvenile de- 
linquency; the second states that the schools 
must give the necessary sex instruction.

The Duty Parents 


Here then the Catholic ideal. Parents 
must assume their responsibility, and others 
properly qualified may, default the 
parents, assume their role, but only private 
instruction individual cases. This far 
cry from the general sex education advocated 
many leaders public school education. 

Something can said, however, for the 
public school educators. They admit the prob- 
lem; they face squarely, and least try 
solve the case. easy poke holes 
their principles, easy expose their natural- 
ism, their denial original sin, their childlike 
faith the Socratic dictum that knowledge 
virtue. Catholic articles such “Biology 
and All That,” “The Denser Ignorance 
Sex Education,” “Sex Education Denounced,” 
and “What are Parents For?” serve useful 
purpose. None these, however, gainsay the 
fact that parents simply nothing very 
little the sex education their children. 

Dr. Urban Fleege, for example, found that 
among Catholic high school boys only one out 
every six was introduced the “facts 
life” his father mother. concluded 
that the parents three out four Catholic 
boys neglected their duty here, and that un- 
wholesome sources knowledge outweighed 
wholesome ones three These facts and 
others will not down before theoretical critic- 
ism. They must met head-on, not with 
the tenets naturalism, but with the practical 
methods based Catholic teaching and cul- 
ture. Catholics have the principles but they 
seemingly have “played possum”; the natu- 
ralists have waded into the problem with 
overweening temerity and have attempted 
profane and (to use Evans’ words) make 
“commonplace” sacred mystery. The latter 
have denied both the sacredness and the 
mystery sex, but they have least af- 
firmed the existence real problem and 
have acted. 


Can Catholic Schools Help? 


What can the Catholic schools achieve 
the ideal set forth Pius XI? possible 
have those qualified give the instructions, 
and with all the precautions? 

The fact that many parents neglect 
their sacred duty seems point the fact 
that parents simply not know how 
approach the problem. Father Kirsch and Dr. 
Fleege both agree that this the case. Parents

Teach the Parents 


One avenue approach through the 
parent-teacher guilds and the fathers’ clubs 
the schools.

However, while the guilds have made great 
progress, sex education has not yet been 
squarely met, except negative manner. 
Parents have been made very much aware 
the moral hazards their children through 
the guild work; the movies, dances, comics, 
etc., all have come under close scrutiny; the 
information and suggestions garnered the 
parents has unquestionably been value. But 
has the problem sex education been met? 
Perhaps some places. 

The parent-teacher groups 
themselves the seeds the solution the 
First and most important all, 
those whom the obligation falls primarily, 
namely the parents, compose the membership. 
Those who have commission teach, who 
have the grace state, the priests, teachers, 
and others, are also associated with the 
parents. 

The priest can see that the spirit 
religion pervades the whole program; that the 
false tenets naturalism are entirely elimi- 
nated; that the Catholic outlook sex 
clearly understood the parents; and that 
the rights the child knowledge and good 
example and the duty the parents pro- 
vide both are made manifest. The teachers, 
too, can bring meeting wealth expe- 
rience and wisdom, and more, knowledge 
the children question. The teacher can co- 
operate with the parents individual cases 
correct any unwholesome situations and 
problems that may face parents the sex 
education their children. Into these groups, 
too, can come experts child care, child 
psychology, crime prevention, guidance, and

environment. There use quibbling; while 
there are some charlatans masquerading 
“experts,” still there are professional men 
and women almost without number who can 
help the group guidance parents. 
Their experience with children often 
many respects much broader than that 
any parent.

from worn light cord may cause disastrous 


fire. Sets bearing the label Underwriters 
Laboratories, Inc., have been tested and pro- 
nounced safe experts. 

Don’t put too many lights one electric 
circuit. the lights blow fuse, remove 
some them, replace the fuse with another 
the same size and rating. overloaded 
circuit may start fire within the walls. 

Toy trains and other toys using electric 
current are dangerous and should kept 
away from any flammable material. 


Flammable Decorations 


Decorations schools and public places are 
dangerous. Insist getting decorations only 
noncombustible flameproofed materials. 
Never use cotton batting and paper 
costumes. 


Remove Rubbish

Hence, 
regardless race, creed, color, treats 
them all with justice, equality, and tolerance. 

The sincere teacher exercises these qualities 
positive way the grading schoolwork, 
judging conduct, and all his personal 
relations with his pupils. exercises these 
same qualities negative way when 
shows prejudice against “foreigners” 
his classroom; when does not attribute 
dullness inefficiency one nationality 
superiority another; when avoids re- 
ferring contemptuously immigrants cer- 
tain nationalities; and when does not make 
the blunder down on” the language 
foreign-speaking students. Such teacher 
—on the primary, secondary, college level 
—cultivates rich soil for the nourishment 
wholesome intercultural relations his stu- 
dents. 

not difficult show students the value 
friendly appreciation the cultures 
other peoples today. Distance longer 
barrier neighborliness. many instances 
interest will already present, especially 
when brother sister has seen service 
foreign countries. Furthermore, certain sub- 
jects, such modern languages, literature, 
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history, and geography, lend themselves readily 
arousing students keen interest other 
nations. 

Germans Eat Spaghetti 


The various nationalities represented any 
American classroom are gold mine for the 
alert teacher. Let suppose that 
teach the history Europe high school. 
knows that his class contains pupils 
Polish, French, German, and Bohemian extrac- 
tion. nation studied, has the 
pupils that particular nationality supply 
data it. The students find pleasure (and, 
the same time, increase their own knowledge 
and self-respect) telling the struggles and 
triumphs their forebears, the brave deeds 
their heroes, the folklore their group. 
They will present folk songs and dances, often 
authentic costumes preserved parents. 
They will bring examples the art and 
literature for which the parent nation justly 
renowned. Thus presented, national customs, 
food, entertainment holidays 
—take the color the actual events. The 
simple matter food had striking effect 
one school. Studying the customs Italy 
with her class, teacher asked pupil 
explain why Italian spaghetti was different 
from any other. The boy went his mother 
for help. “It and the mother hesitated 
for lack words. Then, smiling triumphantly, 
she declared, feex.” She gathered group 
friends and set work. The result was 
that predominantly German community en- 
joyed Italian meal, complete even the 
red wine that “only Italians can drink.” Sig- 
nificantly, the epithet “Spaghett,” which had 
been hurled Italians all too frequently 
the playground, died natural death after that 
Italian supper.

Under her guidance, students will 
perceive that the progress the human race 
irrevocably bound with mutual assistance 
and that transcends the boundaries 
nations, and continents. The literature, art, 
and music nations, revealing their finest 
aspirations, will enlarge the soul the student 
recognize and destroy himself the germs 
ignorance, bigotry, prejudice, and discrimi- 
Dante that reads, Bach Tschaikovsky 
Michelangelo that imitates, will recog- 
nize the essentially universal character 
great art, the narrow-mindedness national 
jealousy and mistrust, the treachery lust 
for power and fame, whether that lust 
personal national. 

The sciences, likewise, bear testimony 
the universality culture. Mendel and he- 
redity, Newton and gravity, Lavoisier and 
oxygen, are universal phrases connoting man’s 
assistance and dependence his fellow 
man. 

The masters who have carried the torch 
universal fellowship can into 
the lives students not only through tradi- 
tional class activities but also through motion 
pictures, illustrations, recordings, radio pro- 
grams, and assemblies. When students them- 
selves can imitate and illustrate the work 
the masters means musical programs, 
dramatic presentations, and scientific demon- 
strations, the gain intercultural apprecia- 
tion immeasurable. Intelligent attendance 
good drama, concerts, and the opera, and 
field trips both scientific and liberal arts 
museums will help bring about world 
view. 

The above suggestions can adapted

done.

Uncle Sam Will Help 


These experiences indicate possibilities 
fostering intercultural relations campus. 
The teacher can get further assistance 
carrying out cultural projects from the divi- 
sion cultural relations the Department 
State. addition, the individual teacher 
can help effect student and faculty ex- 
changes and visits campuses other na- 
tions. The speed and convenience modern 
travel make such exchanges and visits con- 
venient well practicable. 


There is, then, much that teacher can 
foster intercultural relations. Consciously 
unconsciously, the teacher molder 
souls. The world today community and 
the teacher must prepare his students 
worth-while members that community. 
must enable them feel home the 
community equipping them with knowledge 
the fundamental characteristics their 
“neighbors.” will teach them un- 
selfish and respect the rights others. 
will make them big soul, that they may 
say with Chesterton, “The chief idea 
life was taking things with gratitude, 
and not taking things for granted.” doing 
this, will enrich their livés with love 
God and their fellow men. will reveal 
them that “more things are wrought” 
love than this world dreams of. doing so, 
will insure their happiness and that their 
fellow men here and hereafter. 


Preparing Catholic Homemakers 
Sister Paulette Huber, 


ODAY, more than ever before the Church 

anxiously watching the homes her 
children. She recognizes that her future lies 
the character Christian family life. She 
realizes, too, that, during this critical period 
postwar reconstruction the home 
foster healthy, vigorous Catholic living, 
must assist each individual 
attain maximum spiritual 
development. 

Yet, fact only too well known that 
even the Catholic home weakening rapidly 
under the tremendously forceful impact 
the current spiritual depression. General re- 
ligious indifference, laxity the acceptance 
God-given responsibilities, deceptive self- 
indulgence, and vaunted and masterful ma- 
terialism are making heavy inroads this 
sacred institution. Family prayers, religious 
reading, and liturgical practices longer 
surround the family hearth. have for- 
gotten that the weightier matters home 
life and social life and all life concern 
themselves with spiritual values. our 
streamlined world today have time 
and place for God and His interests. But 
God must receive His rightful place the 
economy human living. What are going 
about it? What are you going 
about it? 

The Challenge 

There challenge all this you, 
Catholic school administrators, check the 
deadening influence irreligion and neo- 
paganism. The spiritual values home life 
must saved, the sacredness the marriage 
bond must re-established, and youth must 
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for the colossal task shaping 
the homes which, fathers and mothers, 
they are function. Can you, Catholic school 
administrators, anything the 
mothers the past, present, and future, meet 
this challenge? 

Within recent years many means and 
methods for steering the home safely through 
the present crisis have been proposed and 


debated; but definite results have been 


achieved. Yet, almost two decades ago, Pope 
Pius XI, fully convinced that these objectives 
must receive specific and direct emphasis, im- 
plored Christian educators for the love 
Christ use every means their power 
educate for Christian family life. The Holy 
Father says emphatically: 


And this should done not merely 
theoretical general way, but with practical 
and specific application the various re- 
sponsibilities parents touching the religious, 
moral, and civil training their children, 
and with indication the methods best 
adapted make their training effective sup- 
posing always the influence their exemplary 
lives. 


The conclusion immediately evident. 
Some dynamic force outside the pale the 
tottering home must enlisted. Never before 
was the family ill fitted perform its 
pre-eminent functions providing for the 
spiritual and social development the child. 
Today, the achievement wholesome 
family life greatly complicated rapid 
social change, which has drastically altered 
the pattern home living. The pressures 
our complicated society are creating new and 
confusing problems for families. These pres- 
sures, together with economic forces, are 


upsetting the home and making difficult, 
not impossible, for parents perform their 
rightful function. Therefore, 
these sacred ideals are realized, the 
Catholic secondary school system, the best 
prepared agency, must incorporate into 
program homemaking course based upon the 
fundamental convictions Catholic teaching. 


Homemaking and Housekeeping 


Why then have been conservative 


heeding the exhortation Pius XI? The 
delay due, for the most part, the con- 
fused and limited concept homemaking 
many people have. Homemaking not just 
housekeeping; more than just performing 
household activities, managing home, and 
controlling expenditures. Homemaking also 
includes the growth personality and Christ- 
likeness the various members the family 
group. implies increase the number 
and quality behavior patterns, thus mak- 
ing the individual more adaptable and adjust- 
able his social milieu. Homemaking requires 
the creation happy, satisfying, Christian 
atmosphere the home atmosphere 
love and respect which has its source God. 

materialize these objectives the home- 
making course must designed specifically 
develop right attitudes toward the home, 
worthy appreciations family relationships, 
and the spiritual values that are the basis 
Christian family life. Accordingly, addi- 
tion the material fundamentals good 
housekeeping, the following units should 
included: The Girl and Her Character, the 
Girl and Her Friends, the Girl and Courtship, 
the Young Woman and Marriage, the Young 
Woman and Her Home, the Young 
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and Children, the Young Woman and Her 
Leisure, the Young Woman, Her Home, and 
the World. 


Necessary Training 


Bishop Muench his Lenten pastoral for 
1943 declared that youth cope suc- 
cessfully with the godless and the irreligious, 
with the sensual and the immoral, they must 
religion, purity, and loyalty. The home- 
making course through its varied and com- 
prehensive units eminently adapted this. 
have said that the introductory unit 
should character formation. The normal 
high school age when dynamic 
personality and the consequent social accept- 
quite obvious that the remaining units ap- 
proached view this incentive are bound 
matter extreme personal importance. 

uniquely captivating approach this 
unit the discussion Frederick Shannon’s 
exquisite poem, “Mothers.” detailed study 
the fine sentiments expresses impregnates 
the student with correct attitudes, salutary 
Christian high ideals, 
directed motives. the same time, her 
idealistic mind discovers that there 
intimate relationship existing between charac- 
ter and success and happiness her sublime 
vocation. 


Material and Methods 


Somehow, too, strange eagerness learn 
more about this talisman, character, overtakes 
her. Then through class discussions and ex- 
posure great variety reading materials 
this particular phase, she suddenly realizes 
that consistently adhering Christian 
principles, she, too, can develop fine, strong 
character. 

Besides this, character scrapbook will 
impress the practical implications this 
study more deeply her consciousness. And 
then personal directive note from the 
teacher slipped into this scrapbook will 
cement bond friendship between them 
that will prove potent moral force through- 
out the girl’s dangerous adolescent years.

You want bit Catholic Action, 
you decide speak Ellen Jane about 
her dangerous venture. Write full the 
discussion between you. sure answer 
all her objections precisely.” another, 
and Mary Lee were great friends when they 
attended Holy Ghost Academy. Both were 
considered exemplary girls. time Mary Lee 
was married inspiring Church wedding. 
She learned later that the same day Sue 
was married justice the peace. List 
the factors that may have been responsible 
for such diverse outcomes.” this way the 
underlying morals are taught more convinc- 
ingly and accepted more readily and more 
graciously than when they are drummed out 
over the dinner table debating parent 
thundered from the pulpit classroom 
desk. 

And now, just suggestion sex in- 
struction. The lecture method 
here. The matter should treated candidly 
and unflinchingly. Students, all reverence, 
appreciate frank approach. Reverential and 
unemotional, heart-to-heart talks the mag- 
nificent procreative powers parents, 
the mother’s counterpart—the Mother 
God’s own Son—on the beauty 
holy love and chaste wedlock, will charge 
the future homemaker with fruitful inspira- 
tions and ideals. develops her balanced 
sense personal dignity and right at- 
titudes. mother with her baby her arms 
will ever means drawing her thoughts 
toward that Mother and that Babe who 
stand forever our the meet- 
ing point the human and the divine. What 
then must her feelings and thoughts when 
she carries her own baby near heart 
lovingly administers the necessary 
attentions? this way the soul the girls 
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becomes imbued with love for home and 
family and with the feeling the sacred- 
ness parenthood.

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Bishops Condemn Secularism 


The three American cardinals with other 
the hierarchy, members the 
administrative board the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, the close their 
meeting Washington, C., November 16, 
issued comprehensive statement attributing 
the chaotic condition society, home and 
abroad, the evil secularism. 

Secularism way living “without rec- 
ognizing that this God’s world.” Regarding 
the secularists, the Bishops’ Committee said: 
“For the most part they not deny God. 
formal occasions they may even mention His 
name. Not all them would subscribe the 
statement that all moral values derive from 
merely human conventions. But they fail 
bring awareness their responsibility 
God into their thought and action individu- 
als and members society.” 


Universal Evil 


The Bishops’ statement struck directly and 
surely the evil secularism affecting the 
individual, the family, education, economic 
life, and international relations. 

“The ideals Christianity,” 
“have never been fully realized just the 
ideals our Declaration Independence and 
our Constitution have never been fully 
realized American political But 
wherever, despite their lapses, [men] have 
held steadfastly their Christian ideals, the 
way effective reform and progress has been 
kept open. The remedy for the shortcomings 
and sins Christian peoples is, surely, not 
substitute secularism for godliness, human 
vagaries for divine truth, man-made expedients 
for God-given standard right and wrong. 
This God’s world, and are play 
man’s part it, must first get down 
our knees and with humble hearts acknowl- 
edge God’s place His world. This secularism 
does not do. 

“Only keen awarness personal respon- 
sibility God develops man’s soul the 
saving sense sin. Without deep- 
set conviction what sin is, human law and 
human conventions can never lead man 
virtue. 

“Secularism has wrought havoc the fam- 
ily. Even the pagans saw something sacred 
marriage and the family. Secularism has 
debased the marriage contract robbing 
its relation God and, therefore, its 
sacred character. has set the will and con- 
venience husband and wife the place 
that Christian thought gives the Will 
God and the good society.” 

Regarding economic evils the Bishops said: 
“In the extreme case, where Marxian com- 
munism takes over government, abolishes 
private ownership and sets totalitarian 
state capitalism, which even more intoler- 
able than the grave evils pretends cure. 

abandon secularism and our 
economic thinking the light Christian 
truth, can hopefully work for economic 
collaboration the spirit genuine democ- 
racy. Let our guard against all who, 
exiling God from the factory and the 
market place, destroy the solid foundation 
ownership, management, and 
wor 


Religion Education 


The Bishops point out the rightful and 
necessary place religion education and 
the fact that the exclusion religion from 
the curriculum our public schools was in- 
tended practical way meeting the 
difficulty educating children various 
creeds, and not ideal. suggests, 
implication, the thought that the state should 
recognize Church schools the ideal solution 
the educational problem and, therefore, 
should all its power aid and encour- 
age such schools instead penalizing those 
who use them. Because its clarity and im- 
portance, the complete text the statement 
education given here: 

field social activity has secular- 
ism done more harm than education. 
our own country secularists have. been quick 
exploit for their own purposes the public 
policy adopted century ago banning the 
formal teaching religion from the curricu- 
lum our common schools. With growing 
number thoughtful Americans, see 
this policy hasty and shortsighted solution 
the very difficult educational problem that 
confronts public authority nation 
divided religious allegiance. 

“But should ever kept mind that 
the original proponents the policy did not 
intend minimize the importance religion 
the training youth. Erroneously, how- 
ever, secularists take this policy, adopted 
practical expedient difficult circumstances, 
and make the starting point their phi- 
losophy education. They positively exclude 
God from the school. Among them are some 
who smile indulgently the mention the 
name God and express wonder that inher- 
ited illusions last long. Others are content 
with keeping God closeted the inner cham- 
bers private life. 

“Tn the rearing children and the forming 
youth, omission effective positive state- 
ment. philosophy education which omits 
God, necessarily draws plan life which 
God either has place strictly private 
concern men. There great difference 
between practical arrangement which leaves 
the formal teaching religion the family 
and the church, and the educational theory 
the secularist who advisedly and avowedly 
excludes religion from his program educa- 
tion. 

“The first, reluctantly tolerated under cer- 
tain conditions practical measure 
public policy, may actually serve emphasize 
the need religious instruction and training, 
and encourage public school administrators 
co-operate with home and Church mak- 
ing other strikes the very 
core our Christian culture and practice 
envisions men who have sense their 
personal and social responsibility God. 
Secularism breaks with our historical Ameri- 
can tradition. 

“When parents -build and maintain schools 
which their children are trained the 
religion their fathers, they are acting 
the full spirit that tradition. Secularists 
would invade the rights parents and invest 
the state with supreme powers the field 
education; they refuse recognize the God- 


given place that parents have the education 
their children. 

“God inescapable fact, and one can- 
not make safe plan for life disregard 
inescapable facts. Our youth problems would 
not grave the place God life 
were emphasized the rearing children.

would inspiring the writing daily 
columns for the syndicates; would ask His 
disciples write all they could for their local 
paper; would establish Catholic press 
greater, possible, than ‘that America today. 
Catholic parish libraries would thrive every 
books and pamphlets and leaflets and 
periodicals and newspapers. Christ would talk and 
preach Madison Square Garden, Soldiers’ Field, 
and the Rose Bowl. And all would give you 
would the same good Catholic doctrine that 
you hear from the pulpit Sunday after Sunday. 

But there something would expect 
His disciples. would the same 
“Follow Me.” Imitate Me. do. 

What have done? Well, really looks 
good paper. Why sure! there are national 
radio hookups and Catholic radio programs all 
over the country; there are newspapers galore 
and books and whatnot running off the Catholic 
press; there are hundreds city papers carrying 
Catholic doctrine and information. And gracious! 
certainly hear enough the same from the 
pulpit and organization meetings and mothers’ 
clubs, what have you personally done? 

You are one our Lord’s disciples. wants 
you talk about Him and His Church your 
friends, your fellow workers, your children, 
and never tire you are advertising and 
selling the best product the world. wants 
you lay hands every piece Catholic 
literature you can find and strive get 
into the hands those who not know Him 
well you do. wants you neighbor 
missionary minded, because, you are not, how 
the world your neighbor going hear 
about Him and His Church? Pro- 
ceedings the C.C.D.

Education 


One the leading Catholic students, 
Marlin McLaughlin Notre Dame, wrote 
America summary report the organ- 
ization meeting the National Students 
Organization. This was the meeting held 
Madison, Wis., the end August and 
early September, 1947, organize the 
students the American colleges.

well thought. The unctuous self- 
satisfaction which often expressed 
little too unctuous. 

The faculties and the administration 
our Catholic schools and 
colleges need take more objective 
attitude toward their problems, their way 
meeting them, and their results. There 
much room for improvement, but the 
self-complacent assertion that have the 
though the particular indi- 
vidual shows little evidence should 
replaced positive attitude and 
action showing what incarnated Truth 
means the world.

Secularism 


Secularism was the subject the state- 
ment the Catholic hierarchy their 
annual meeting November, 1947. 
ringing, carefully worded analysis 
the devastating effects secularism life 
school, economic activity, and the 
international community. 

There and carefully 
worded definition secularism which 
follows: 

“This, essence, what mean 
secularism. view life that limits 
itself not the material exclusion 
the spiritual, but the human here and 
now exclusion man’s relation God 
here and hereafter. Secularism, the prac- 
tical exclusion God from human think- 
ing and living, the root the world’s 
travail today. was the fertile soil 
which such social monstrosities fascism, 
nazism, and communism could germinate 
and grow.” 

Teachers, particularly the social and 
economic and political fields, will helped 
tremendously the Christian viewpoints 
expressed the family, the economic, and 
the international fields. 

The section education shows how the 
secularist takes advantage the compro- 
mises the past the religious training 
issue. The discussion opens with this para- 
graph: 

“In field social activity has 
secularism done more harm than educa- 
tion. our own country secularists have 
been quick exploit for their own pur- 
poses the public policy adopted century 
ago banning the formal teaching 
religion from the curriculum our com- 
mon schools. With growing number 
thoughtful Americans, see this policy 
hasty and shortsighted solution the 
very difficult educational problem that con- 
fronts public authority nation 
divided religious allegiance.” 

The secularists then took the policy 
adopted practical expedient dif- 
ficult circumstances and made beginning 
the secular philosophy education 
which has such hold American public 
opinion, that strenuously propagan- 
dized agencies the National Educa- 
tion Association. The statement makes 
distinction which all Catholics should keep 
mind, namely, between the practical 
measures secure some measure re- 
ligious teaching and the secular philosophy 
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which anti-God and antireligious. The 
bishops say this point: 

the rearing children and the form- 
ing youth, omission effective 
positive statement. philosophy edu- 
cation which omits God necessarily draws 
plan life which God either has 
place strictly private concern 
men. There great difference between 
practical arrangement which leaves the 
formal teaching religion the family 
and the Church, and the educational 
theory the secularist who advisedly and 
avowedly excludes religion from his pro- 
gram education.” 

The former these may actually serve 
emphasize the need for religious educa- 
tion and training and encourage public 
school administrators co-operate with 
home and church provide training, the 
best the circumstances. The secularist 
theory, the other hand, strikes the 
very core Christian culture and breaks 
with the historical American tradition. 

The over-all situation summarized 
the final paragraph the bishops’ state- 
ment: 

“Secularism holds out valid promise 
better things for our country, for 
the world. During our own lives has 
been the bridge between decaying devo- 
tion Christian culture and the revolu- 
tionary forces which have brought what 
perhaps the gravest crisis all history. 
The tragic evil not that our Christian 
culture longer capable producing 
peace and reasonable prosperity, but that 
are allowing secularism divorce 
Christian truth from life. The fact God 
and the fact the responsibility men 
and nations God for their actions are 
supreme realities, calling insistently for 
recognition truly realistic ordering 
life the individual, the family, the 
school, economic activity, and the 
international community.” 


THE CONSTITUTION AND 
RELIGION 


The term “separation Church and State” 
being distorted mean that the govern- 
ment may not any way recognize aid 
religion. What does the Constitution actually 
say about “separation Church and State”? 
Nothing! Here are the exact words the 
First Amendment: “Congress shall make 
law respecting establishment religion 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof. 
Many sincere people would say that the lan- 
guage means make law 
which concerns religion.” this were cor- 
rect interpretation certainly would imply 
intent bar the government from recog- 
nizing religion law any way whatsoever. 
But that not what the Constitution means. 
“An establishment religion” technical 
legal term well understood the time when 
the Bill Rights was adopted. means the 
establishment any particular religion the 
official state religion. originated England, 
where the Church England was known 
the “Established Church.” The law which 


made the Church England the official re- 
ligion the nation was called the “Act 
Establishment.” The intent the Bill 
Rights forbid the establishment any 
religion the official religion the United 
what the Constitution says. 
Now let see what does not say: 
does not say that the government the 
United States must ignore the existence 
God the status man creature 
God. does not say that the government 
may not recognize the value the religion 
and encourage long particular 
religion “established” the religion 
the state. does not say that government 
aid may not given all religious insti- 
tutions without discrimination. does not 
say that federal assistance must denied 
educational, scientific, similar institu- 
tions because they happen under reli- 
gious auspices. These facts are important 
because some people, using the slogan “sapa- 
ration Church and State” are trying 
distort the meaning the Constitution and 
the tradition our democracy. their view 
religion undesirable superstition, which 
the government compelled tolerate, but 
which must never give recognition 
aid any way. The very opposite true. 
George Washington referred “religion and 
morality” “indispensable” freedom. 
The objective the founding fathers was 
encourage the free growth religion, 
protecting from state interference. This 
they did banning two familiar forms 
interference direct invasion freedom 
worship, and the establishment any reli- 
gion the one preferred the detriment 
the Wage Earner, ACTU 
(Detroit), quoted ‘in The Catholic Bulletin 
(St. Paul). 


LET TEACH SAFETY

Sin and Macbeth 
are old subjects but they can approached from new angle. Your 
students will like the new technique, and, the same time, gain 
better understanding the deeper implications this great tragedy. 

Follow the fortunes Shakespeare’s Macbeth through the course 
the drama. Give Satan the guise the three witches. They suggest 
Macbeth, very subtly, the gaining the throne. Before long, 
scene shows Macbeth considering carefully the plausibility the idea 
and the advice received from Lady Macbeth. Listen the debate with 
himself argues the reasons against desperate and bloody 
deed. Trace the power Lady Macbeth’s evil influence upon his better 
self. Duncan visits Macbeth; the opportunity presents itself, arid 
Macbeth, accepting the challenge, “bends each corporal agent 
this terrible feat.” 

Deliberately the stage set and Macbeth becomes foul murderer. 
However, the process sin not halted this point. There guilt 
conceal, two grooms murder, the King’s sons incriminate, 
throne usurp, Banquo dispatch, innocent women and children 
kill. Macbeth has merely opened the floodgates admit the deluge 
crime which will steep himself forever. 

Retribution comes upon him. True, ascends the throne and 
wields the craved-for scepter, but thus nothing.” 
Remorse eats into the heart the king and saps out the life the 
queen. Fear fear everything and everybody poisons the joy 
life. Under the strain, Macbeth becomes monster, hated 
and cursed.

Teachers the classics can claim descent 
from illustrious line storytellers. There 
Homer, whose tales warrior heroes, wily 
adventurers, and women beauty (Helen), 
courage (Penelope), and nobility (Nausicaa) 
will never lose their power thrill and charm.

There Herodotus, “prince storytellers,” 
inexhaustible fountain tales expertly 

blended fiction, fantasy, and fact. There 
are Aeschylus, Sophocles, and Euripides, with 
their gripping treatment the tragic narra- 
tives drawn from the Theban and Trojan 

cycles; and Plato, with his inspiring accounts 
are all these and host others who supply 


us, they have supplied the world ever since 
their own day, with immortal stories. We, the 
storytellers today, must use these treasures 
vitalize our classes. 

Among the Romans, Livy stands forth pre- 
eminently for his unforgettable prose-epic 
Rome’s dramatic history. Here prime 
source vitamins which will serve 
propaedeutic for alert, enthusiastic Latin 


classes therapeutic for those which 
may have become “run-down.” Livy who 
recounts the valorous deeds heroes like 
rag Horatius Manlius Torquatus, the 
the Decii and the Curiatii heroes who exemplify 
well the Roman virtues patriotism, fear- 
lessness, self-sacrifice, justice, and devotion 
duty. Such stories exert never failing fasci- 
nay nation for spirited young Americans today. 
capitalizing upon these tales adventure 
and and romance, the Latin teacher can sow seeds 
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lofty ideals nobility and righteousness 
which will germinate and blossom forth into 
habits virtue. old saying advises that, 
“Example serves where precept Latin 
literature offers abundant proof that the Ro- 
mans gave wholehearted the prin- 
ciple. will well imitate their practice. 
Let teacher fear that the time devoted 
well-told story will fail net results. 
Cicero, remember, who counsels that there 
twofold object oratory, namely, docere 
delectare. Perhaps practical illustration 
will serve best indicate the varied and 
valuable returns which may accrue from such 
wise investment time. 

From the vivid scenes which appear 
Livy’s “pictured page,” will select fa- 
mous passage from Book XXII. the 
account how the news Hannibal’s vic- 
tory Lake Trasimenus was received 
Rome. The story one for which, alas, most 
our students have apperceptive basis, 
with memories and sorrows the recent war 
fresh their young minds and hearts. 
Incidents remembered from actual experiences 
from the movies will flood their imagina- 
tion with details for the background the 
story. The teacher begins paraphrase Livy 
(cf. Urbe Condita, XXII, 6-9): 

yourself the Via Sacra 
Rome. air tense expectancy hangs 
over the entire city. Groups toga-clad sena- 
tors have collected here and there throughout 
the Forum. Their expressions are grim and 
serious; for the most part, they have little 
say. Near the Temple Vesta group 
women have gathered. Some them are very 
young, others are matronae whose sons and 
husbands are the armed forces their 
country, others are quite elderly. Unlike the 
men, their words and gestures give evidence 
great excitement and emotion. Everyone 
trying talk once, but one seems 
pay much attention what the others are

From snatches their conversation 
you gather that rumors have reached them 
about devastating defeat which the Roman 
troops under the leadership the consul, 
Flaminius, have just suffered Lake Trasi- 
menus.

“Suddenly the voices cease the entire 
crowd, with common impulse, surge toward 
the Curia. Fortunately, you are standing near 
column only short distance from the steps 
the Senate house. tall, dignified figure 
has come out upon the steps and waiting 
for perfect quiet. Marcus Pomponius, 
the Praetor. There microphone carry 
his words the expectant group, but none 
needed. deep, resonant tones which reach 
the ears all present the Praetor announces: 
‘Pugna magna victi sumus!’ further de- 
tails, apelogy, promise retaliation; 
just that ‘Pugna magna victi 
sumus!’ Pomponius disappears, quietly 
came, within the Curia.” 

not difficult picture the scene which 
follows the reception this news. Perhaps 
the teacher will prefer leave the delineation 
details the pupils themselves, reading 
them afterward Livy’s account and comparing 
the two versions. However, precisely 
this point the story that the teacher can 
use Livy aid the realization few 
very important objectives. the first place, 
there the matter Latin word order. From 
his earliest experiences with Latin, the stu- 
dent should come respect Latin word order 
and grasp its effectiveness. The Roman atti- 
tude mind must developed and what 
better opportunity develop than the 
occasion hearing the Roman Praetor’s an- 
nouncement? Roman pride dictated his words 
which could not have been phrased in. order 
different from that which used. This 
what the Romans understood his words 
reached their consciousness: “Pugna (there 


\ 


was battle); magna (it was glorious bat- 
tle— put great fight); victi sumus 
(but were overpowered).” The words fol- 
lowed logical order: first came the battle, 
then the defeat. They followed psychological 
order: they lifted Roman hearts high with 
pride noble Roman effort before letting 
them know the humiliating outcome the 
conflict. What poor psychology would have 
been say, were defeated, although 
put great fight!” 
Another point: let consider the person 
the Roman Praetor the outstanding charac- 
teristics Roman magistrate. There his 
dignitas, impressing the crowd once 
emerges from the Curia. His head high, 
there air dejection about him, al- 
though his heart heavy with his humiliating 
message.

Electronics Physics 


The Need for Electronics 


The already spectacular growth devices 
applying our knowledge the field elec- 
tronics was tremendously accelerated war- 
time needs. Out that concentration 
research efforts has come whole host 
new applications that have developed into 
billion dollar industries overnight. And now 
that are the postwar period there 
slackening this progress, although there 
certain fields, such radar. Industry’s most 
hardheaded men believe that revolution will 
continue the power and its 
complete control electronically, new in- 
dustrial, medical, and research techniques, and 
new advances radio, «television, and 
facsimile broadcasting. 

Science high school, keeping step with 
these technological advances, should present 
electronics major unit physics equal 
importance any its other five units 
mechanics, heat, sound, light, and electricity. 
Though electronics according the defini- 
tion “that branch electricity 
which concerned with the flow electrons 
through enclosed and partially evacuated 
space,” yet this branch has expanded the 
point where can treated adequately only 
physics. 

Studies made previous World War 
already point out this trend. Thus Martin? 
attempt find out what extent

Chris- 
compared the social usages the 
divisions physics with their respective text- 
book emphases; found overemphasis the 
texts mechanics, heat, and electricity and 
decided underemphasis modern applications. 

With the war came tremendous develop- 
ment the use electronics radar, 
guided missiles, mention but few ap- 
plications, and even more significant in- 
crease use the fields industry and 
manufacturing. This pointed out Riegel* 
when, making plea for the inclusion this 
subject the high school curriculum, 
states: “With the advent television, fre- 
quency modulation, and the innumerable ap- 
plications electronics our rapidly chang- 
ing mode living, longer sufficient 
provide few simple chapters electricity 
and magnetism part the physics 
course. Our young people must have 
fundamental knowledge electronics and its 
ramifications they are nothing more 
than intelligent users the many electronic 
devices developed currently and the im- 
mediate future.” Slurzberg and Osterheld are 
quoted School pointing

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out that “with electronics being used nearly 
every field there definite need for 
education along these lines (in high school).” 
significant trend they indicated that 
electronic applications communication have 
been outstripped those industrial fields 
where there are three broad areas use 
process control, safeguards and alarms, and 
measurement. 

the present time much attention 
being given educational circles the 
implications the air age; from the early 
grades much emphasis laid the 
social, economic, and political effects this 
new era. “Why not then preflight aeronautics 
rather than this subject electronics?” seems 
reasonable question. The answer simply 
this: are dealing with science only, here. 
The airplane certainly should considered 
physics. Thus some meteorology fits into 
discussion weather and the barometer; 
Bernouilli’s principle should applied the 
airplane; the types airplane engines should 
considered with other power units. Much 
more than this seems superfluous. 
Despite the enthusiasm its supporters, 
aviation still only for the few. just 
physically impossible accommodate more 
than tiny fraction our population 
commercial lines private flying the 
present time the foreseeable future. 
illustrate: 75,000 people recently jammed 
spacious Wright Field Dayton the point 
that 400 were overcome the crowds simply 
while they were seeing some the newer 
types planes. Airports generally report 
their facilities are being overtaxed, although 
not even one per cent our population 
uses planes for transportation. Contrast these 
facts with the well-nigh universal use 
radio, the increased use television; also 
consider the much more significant electronic 
developments industry. Thus the McGraw- 
Hill Research survey (1944) 
796 industrial plants found more than 
16,000 electronic devices use with many 
more contemplated. Electronics finding its 
way into many fields, that the average 
individual will meet applications regularly, 
even excluding the universal contact with 
radio. For these reasons electronics con- 
sidered more useful than aeronautics high 
school physics, and therefore deserving 
more consideration. 


The Place for Electronics 


With all this evidence pointing 


more emphasis electronics there can 
little doubt the minds science teachers 
that something should done bring about 
this added emphasis. obvious problem 
that arises the finding place the 
already overcrowded physics course for this 
additional topic. The author has been able 
give four five weeks its consideration 
for number years eliminating 
shortening such topics as: specific gravity, 
diffusion, absorption, the pendulum, types 
stability, absolute units force and work,

Some teachers may think that the material 
modern physics given the latest 
high school physics texts sufficient. How- 
ever there are two outstanding objections 
these presentations: (1) The arrangement 
such material very poor. almost 
always piled haphazardly the end the 
book, and some cases texts have been 
dozen pages added after the last chapter. 
there any arrangement, historical 
not normally the best method pedagogically 
for the study science material. (2) Further 
these texts treat the subject com- 
munications radio and are its 
only applications, whereas actually its use has 
spread into hundreds other fields. Thus 
much very valuable and interesting informa- 
tion has been left out completely. 

Therefore arrangement the materials 
available way most convenient for pres- 
entation and for study given here. Two 
aids this are the sets booklets developed 
Westinghouse Electric’ and General Elec- 
explaining the fundamentals 
tronics. Each set accompanied set 
slide films and paralleled recordings. 
single group booklets cost $2.40; while 
sets them with the slide films and records 
are available for $100. The latter expense 
quite high, but possible obtain the 
free loan the films affd recordings from 
their outline which with various changes, 
additions, subtractions, and adaptations that 
the author has been using.

The first section discusses the four 
fundamental parts electron tubes, and their 
two general types, vacuum and gas filled.

electricity into light. All applications are con- 
sidered terms these functions. Thus 
radio transmission use the power 
generate, and amplify; radio 
reception single tube set makes use 
rectification; superheterodyne the powers 
rectification, generation, and amplifi- 
cation are employed; photoelectric cell ap-

One the most interesting subjects 
both teacher and pupils should geography, 
the story people and their surroundings. 
children. Talking about people who inhabit 
various parts the earth envelops historical 
“as well geographical facts. Too often teach- 
ers regard the various subjects independent 
units study, each with proportioned num- 
ber minutes program. Contrastedly, 
everything teach school correlated 
integer the vast program education. All 
are related; cannot teach one subject with- 
out infringing upon another. The more 
can correlate our work, weaving each subject 
into the pattern, the more successful shall 
teachers. Geography history! Without 
earth, countries and divers habitats there 
would history. Geography religion, 
since shows the virtues and characters which 
influence people their industry, their mode 
living, and therefore their advance 
backwardness. 

The first step teaching anybody anything 
find out what already knows.

matter what course geography one teach- 
ing well review all previous work. 
Hence, sixth-grade teacher ought begin 
her program reviewing general sort 
way the geography previous grades. Even 
during the semester’s work well review. 

The second step rather negation. Don’t 
use your book. The less you depend upon your 
book the more interested will your class 
become. “Talk” your geography and 
teach it! practical let’s take example. 

class tomorrow begins the study 
South America. Therefore, don’t the 
next day and say, “Open books page 1.” 

Bring textbook home the preceding night 
and look over the chapter South America. 

make sure boundaries, physical features, 
and location. 

Refer supplementary books, news- 
paper clippings, magazines, and anything else 
which might contain interesting facts about 
work. 

Look pronunciation and spelling 
South American names that appear the 
chapter. 

Prepare some background history the 
people who settled there, their customs, what 
the names the cities and mountains mean 
the Spanish Indian language. 

the day the lesson’s presentation in- 
struct the class attention, without their 
books. Have map South America before 
them. Preliminary preparation arouse inter- 
est might include such questions as: 

What are all these lines (latitude and 
longitude)? 

Why all the various colors the map? 
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What are the water boundaries? 

Where does the equator cross? The tropic 
Capricorn? 

How would these affect the climate? 

Can you point out lines that represent 
river systems and mountains? 

After expanding these points, the teacher 
according her time .allotment can either 
assign few questions based what she has 
explained, let them open their books, read 
few paragraphs, and answer the questions 
the book. The next day review the material 
gone over the previous day, then continue 
with new work. the children read from their 
books, the teacher may individuals 
read certain paragraphs, then 
explain them. the case fourth and fifth 
graders the teacher herself may summarize the 
paragraphs, explaining words such agri- 
culture, altitude, industry, occupation, and 
others which might taken for granted 
the teacher. helpful practice recount 
many possible stories, anecdotes, and 
points interest concerning the place you 
are studying. 

the teacher who really “geography 
minded” appear numerous ways bringing 
geography into the lives her pupils, through 
the medium art, history, English, and reli- 
gion. Today are recognizing social studies, 


combination both history and geography. 


Neither these can segregated, since they 
deal primarily with the social creature 
God, man. Social studies, though recent 
recognition, not new subject. 

teacher should object if, case 
departmental work, her subject “trespassed” 
another teacher. One cannot real 
teacher unless does overlap and give full 
measure. not confine English its 
sphere, and down the subjects. 
Compositions and themes can accomplish two 
ends they cgmposed about people and 
industry other lands, travel trips, beautiful 
scenes, and national points interest. Also; 
reading stories, and poems, the 
selection could include those centering given 
geographical spot—for example, Kipling’s 
stories and poems about life India. Art, 
too, may contribute our subject. Teaching 
simple elements line and color may 
combined with the drawing natural regions, 
mountains, lakes, hills, and trees. 

Sometimes pupils fail grasp geography 
lesson because they not know word mean- 
ings and cannot spell words the lesson. 
Since many words geography are words 
foreign origin, may well point out 
that the various names cities, mountains, 
and rivers the locality studied come from 
the language the settlers. For example, 
South America the names are Spanish origin, 
and their meanings are given any encyclo- 
pedia geography book. Sao Paulo, 
Catharina Brazil show the religion the 
Portuguese, since they named the cities 
honor St. Paul and St. Catherine. Rio 
Janeiro means “river January” because 
was the first day January when the Spanish 
explorer sailed into the habor thinking 
river. 
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for spelling the words, try breaking the 
words into syllables the blackboard. Some 
teachers take for granted that the ordinary 
English words are easy for the children 
they are for them. For example, “horizontal” 
and “vertical.” Break each word into syllables, 
Hor-i-zon-tal. Explain drawing line 
the board. Also tell them that the layers 
cake are “horizontal layers.” Tell them 
they should want grow “vertical” (drawing 
vertical line) rather than “horizontal.” 
this fails, try psychology! Tell them you know 
it’s too hard for them too 
grown-up for them, and presto! Everyone 
the room will want spell it. 

well remember that variety the 
spice school well life. children 
fail grasp certain points, not necessary 
stay there until they do. ahead with 
another lesson, then return the point not 
yet understood. 

need not follow text slavishly, taking 
each lesson comes. current events 
world interest center about another section, 
can turn our advantage and teach 
about that part the world. Nor should 
afraid infringe upon another geography 
lesson that comes later our studies, 
some geographical fact that doesn’t enter our 
field endeavor. The children will never 
learn too much, and have learn 
sometime, anyway. 

Since variety does add interest every geog- 
raphy class shouldn’t mere recitation 
class can get even more without 
using their books. For example, the following 
outline drawn after reading news- 
paper account trip Brazil.

Let the pupils take active part their 
classwork. These following suggestions may 
help keep them interested. 

bulletin board, which you may assign 
the care varied groups specified times, 
will display any notes items interest 
found newspapers and magazines, even 
advertisements. 

Project maps always afford activity. The 
pupils can either draw freehand trace the 
map the locality continent studied. Then 
color it, mark the natural regions, names 
countries, and cities; transform into 
product map. Have the children paste bits 
products, sugar, cotton, rubber, lumber, 
the areas where they are produced. Com- 
petition will stimulate interest.

Per- 
haps the pictures and diagrams you 
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could offer are the very simple ones you draw 
freehand the board. Colored chalk 
asset, although white yellow will do. During 
the reading explaining your lesson, draw, 
for example, the Mississippi and its tributaries, 
blue line with smaller blue lines running 
into it. Maps become readable and understand- 
able when put the board colors.

the Philippines 

The 350-year-old shrine Our Lady the 
Holy Rosary adjoins the Dominican Church 
Manila.

1626, John Tabora brought image 
our Lady from Mexico.

1639, the Chinese Antipolo rose 
rebellion and tried destroy the image, but 
they were unable so, although made 
wood. 1646, the Dutch attacked Cavite, 
and could not repulsed. The people put 
the city under the protection the Virgin 
Antipolo, and within few hours, the Dutch 
were vanquished. Whenever dangerous voy- 
age was undertaken, the image our Lady 
was taken aboard and the trip was made 
safety. 

1928, procession started from Antipolo 
and reached the Luneta where nearly 80,000 
people were attendance. Traffic was 
jammed. Manila was gala dress, pilgrims 
from many parts thronged the city. The Virgin 
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was crowned amid scenes religious enthusi- 
asm, such are rarely observed even these 
isles faith. Unfortunately, here Antipolo, 
there are not many ex-voto offerings. Since 
the Jesuits relinquished charge the shrine, 
attempt has been made examine the 
cures wrought Antipolo.

Not only was 
sacred spot, but any the descendants 
the old Christians remained, they would 
surely found Nagasaki, and would 
attracted the cross.

The educational value picture apprecia- 
tion cannot denied. Educators assign 
important place Christian education.

Dear Teachers:

Pius XII his encyclical letter the 
Mystical Body Christ, recognizes the im- 
portance, says, “of the correct religious 
education the children without which this 
Mystical Body would grave danger” 
(par. 20).

Not fear but love was the key- 
note the success St. Francis Assisi 
and St. Thérése the Child Jesus follow- 
ing His way.

Rolling Ball

Whoever succeeds knocking the 
tower down places the blocks back the 
four corner position with which the game 
started. Then the game proceeds. this game 
the ball often stops the center the circle, 


there the question which child should 
have the right it. The best solution for the 
ball question have set rules. (1) the 
ball stops near you that you can reach it, 
yours, unless you have already had your 
share turns. that case, fair and 
kind give someone who has not had 
turn. (2) When the ball stops 
the circle, let the teacher decide who 
should have it. 


Develop Responsibility

reading readiness vital interest 
the kindergarten teacher, too the devel- 
opment and improvement speech. Her gen- 
eral knowledge how the child grows, how 
language develops, and her ability recognize 
what normal speech preschool levels 
tends fit her ideally for the work carry- 
ing speech program for the diagnosing 
speech deviations and difficulties, for the 
development and correction speech accord- 
ing the needs her children. 

Kindergarten training should fix correct 
speech patterns and prevent complicated mal- 
adjustments which often result, later 
date, from neglected speech.

should accumulative, noting improvements 
and any changes. 

vitally important that the teacher, be- 
fore embarking any speech program, gather 
all possible data, especially those whose 
speech remarkably defective. She must con- 
sider the essential factors the development 
and production normal speech. 

All types disorder need the enlightened 
teacher, careful avoid methods, which 
though helpful some, prove injurious 
others. The following questions will guide her 
avoiding merely superficial attack the 
problem, and also the dangers improper 
methods treatment. 

Has the child reasonably normal speech 
mechanism? 

Does have cleft palate, tongue-tie, paral- 
ysis? his speech disorder the spastic 
type, result infantile paralysis? Has 
hearing difficulty?

Has sufficient physical and mental 
maturation for speech? physically, psy- 
chologically, socially ready for the speech that 
expected him? 

Does the child have adequate stimulation 
the proper kind and sufficient for the 
development adequate speech? 

have proper motivation and need 
for good speech? 

What his degree intelligence? 

The kindergarten teacher who has had 
special training the development and cor- 
rection speech can find help the abundant 
materials written the subject, until such 
training can obtained. 

The guidance specialist speech, 
where such available, invaluable help. 
the state Connecticut, Geraldine Garri- 
son, supervisor speech and hearing, avail- 
able the teacher for such guidance.

THE CASE PETER 


When Peter came our kindergarten 
September was five years, eight months 
age. was handsome, fair child, beautifully 
cared for, but evidently lacked muscular con- 
trol motor activity. did not speak, but 
intervals made loud unintelligible sounds 
that were not pleasant hear and impossible 
interpret because accompanying motions 
helped reveal their meaning. 

For the first month rebeled leaving 
his mother, but gradually lost his fear and 
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she was able gain his willingness, stay 
school without her. time progressed, 
came willingly and showed most affectionate, 
trusting, and happy disposition. But this was 
very gradual growth. 

For months spent the afternoon wander- 
ing about, oblivious teachers and children, 
just handling things, not bothering notice 
communicate, not seeming understand 
enough join group Gradually his 
interest awakened, became aware indi- 
viduals, himself, the possibility par- 
ticipating. After this, socialized great 
rate speed. 

This child never became problem the 
sense that disturbed others but remained 
problem the sense that had unusual 
special needs. our setup, activities had been 
planned for children who had progressed 
the level four and five years language 
behavior and other ways. had some- 
thing do. 

Since speech defect the lack ade- 
quate speech problem the whole per- 
sonality, our work was, through study, proper 
environment, and proper guidance, help 
Peter develop many ways possible. 

kindergarten seemed the ideal place for 
this, since offered the stimulus and support 
controlled freedom. 

Following summary profile, using points 
presented Arnold Gesell the Yale 
Clinic Child Development, his First Five 
Years Life. Here have drawn the 
child’s behavior characteristics which repre- 
sent constantly changing picture his de- 
velopmental growth, though slow and greatly 
retarded; comparing very poorly with children 
the same chronological age. 

the days progressed showed gradual 
improvement postural control. had 
better command his legs, improved balance 
standing, walking slowly, walking hur- 
riedly, running. was more active, fell 
less frequently, showed more confidence, while 
his emotional reaction falls was not exag- 
gerated. had less difficulty seating 
himself and did with more accurate aim. 

His manual control showed shift 
greater deftness picking objects, blocks, 
books, toys, and more conscious placing, 
less dropping objects into place just 
anywhere. became more versatile turn- 
ing pages book, and remained seated for 
longer periods time interested. 

Increased enjoyment gross motor activity 
was shown his frequent reaching pick 
objects had dropped wanted use, 
rather than looking adults fetch and 
carry for him. There was eagerness play 
ball, stooping, pushing, throwing, catching, 
attempting perform these activities. 
seemed grow more flexible the knees and 
ankles, showing greater control running, 
hastening his steps, and controlling his 
direction without losing balance. did not 
need much assistance walking and 
down stairs the level. Keen delight was 
expressed participation simple ring games 

and moving with others rhythmic music, 
though did not skip, and frequently tum- 
bled. enjoyed these falls, was seldom hurt, 
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and never deterred them. was evident 
that enjoyed the incongruity such 
situation and quickly adjusted himself the 
continuation the game. 

could seen from his markedly inflected 
jargon, frequent broad smiling, and more 
flexible movements tongue, jaw, and lips 
that his oral musculature. had greatly im- 
proved. For longer periods time in- 
dulged sedentary play using his increased 
interest crayons, stringing beads, peg- 
garden set, and visits the library enjoy 
pictures. 

Many consecutive minutes the easel, 
time, progressed from blotches one color, 
more controlled work, using many colors 
sections paper vertically. pushed 
small stool the easel that standing 
could reach with greater ease. Under 
stress excitement, with great tidings tell, 
conducted expressive inflected “con- 
versation” jargon, moving arms, hands, 
fingers with gross body movements ac- 
companiment. The first use jargon the 
school situation was tell about 
his first train ride. Jargon was repeated after 
that connection with less exciting experi- 
ences. 

There was evidence growing compre- 
hension meanings social situations. 
knew when were preparing play games, 
rhythms and dancing, and insisted 
being chosen with the first group participat- 
ing. wanted learn new games and 
delighted joining group preparing for 
songs around the piano. 

growing alertness understanding and 
responding commands was evident. was 
learning lisen children and adults; some- 
times single word spoken sufficed influ- 
ence him reorganize his activity. Though 
did not ask questions, called attention 
adults and children his needs and inter- 
ests, physical contact vocalizing sounds. 
Finally used words singly and small 
groups though muffled sound. 

the observation adaptive behavior, 
remarked that entering school, for long 
period time, moved from one center 
interest another, simply handling whatever 
came his attention, frequently without hav- 
used any not having concentrated 
fully. shift development followed which 
suggested not passive reception but dynamic 
adaptivity. his play with blocks mani- 
fested awareness more than one, carting 
heaps them from place place. using 
the marble game, manifested sense 
container and contained placing all some 
them into the cup many times. also 
placed toys into boxes and clothes into 
drawers. least one occasion removed 
the beads from deep box and placed them 
the box cover that could get them 
more easily while was stringing. 

His adaptive response increased repeated 
and prolonged demonstrations scribble. 

learned where some things belonged and 
placed them there. The scope his attention 
grew wider. Now was interested many 
and more things schools. Perceptual ma- 
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turity was reflected the way punctuated 
his behavior. When finished, put away his 
materials and went elsewhere. seated him- 
self chair proper place preparation 
for the next activity. 

His memory span lengthened. looked for 
missing toys and found his favorites the 
toy box. The barking dog wheels was one 
them. times identified pictures 
pointing and use jargon, sometimes con- 
necting what saw school with home ex- 
periences. Some evidence interdependence 
motor and mental development was seen 
his enacting what saw means doll 
play, and new readiness conform 
spoken words. growing power generaliza- 
tion and abstraction could concluded 
his beginning sense himself one among 
many, indicated his increasing demand 
take part all activities always. 

The growth personal social behavior was 
also remarkable. For days and weeks end 
Peter seemed quite self-sufficient, wholly taken 
with undirected activity, then preoccupied 
with private enterprise. seemed conscious 
his contact with others only such times 
and far they did things felt 
necessary himself. His response others 
continued slight—as was his over- 
concern with the strangeness strangers. 
was content stay without his mother, since 
there was little girl enrolled who was 
familiar neighbor and loved friend. She had 
learned interpret most his efforts toward 
speech: They had established excellent rap- 
port, though the role she assumed was very 
much the “mother.” Though first definitely 
self-engrossed, gradually became aware that 
other children were interested him 
person and his play became less solitary. 
seated himself beside individuals and carried

who are victims polio. Children 
well adults can place dimes 
the collection boxes stores and, 
other public places the 
schoolroom. 
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pleasant communication punctuated 
much communicative smiling 
mutual understanding and delight, but almost 
speech. 

imitative type play became notice- 
able after many months shift develop- 
ment. While first was satisfied push 
empty carriage around, soon needed 
doll, covers, and other household accessories. 

sense personal possession, showing 
unmistakable proprietary interest things and 
persons, became evident. could find and 
identify his own outdoor clothing, and, the 
end the year, insisted taking home his 
paintings. began also understand what 
means wait one’s turn. 

seemed grow feeling his own self- 
identity gradually the group became more 
and more conscious him individual 
with special needs and different behavior. 
They liked him and gained 
response from him. grew notice and 
enjoy their attention and seemed realize 
that they liked his attempts participate. 

appropriate times displayed signs 
anxiety, jealousy, anger, affection, and primi- 
tive sense humor, was mentioned the 
profile his motor characteristics. grew 
respond rhythmic music, though not 
rhythmically, when the other children did so. 
However, displayed little perceptiveness 
the emotion others and only slight ca- 
pacity interpret and adjust these emo- 
tions. 

From study the medical history, re- 
ports, social history, and psychological reports 
prepared during the year, through various 
agencies interested, found that the child’s 
intellectual retardation and lack speech 
were believed based his physical 
condition cerebral palsy from birth. 

proceeded our work with Peter 
guided this information and among others 
the following principles and ideas: “Cere- 
bral palsy causes speech defect that needs 
re-education from the speech muscle point 
view. Rhythmic games that set the patterns 
for big muscle co-ordination and that need 
much hand and foot play are excellent. The 
child should exposed many stimuli 
possible, encouraged but never forced. 
needs speech games for oral musculature drill 
for single sounds, word phrases, and finally

administration functions one kind 

another, all types schools, will 
vary according the size and type school. 
The newer concepts school administration 
are positive trend and based service. 
The old idea administration being in- 
spection tending break down and pass 
out the picture, being replaced 
attitude assistance and guidance the 
part authority. The present-day good ad- 
ministration tending democracy the 
relationship teachers, students, parents, 
and community. good administrator makes 
possible for learning and teaching take 
place. Openness, pleasant design, ease access 
for students and teachers and others should 
emphasized the planning for administra- 
tive facilities. 

When planning the administrative space the 
following objectives should kept mind: 
Meeting the parents; Administrative confer- 
ences with teachers and parents; Routine 
office work; Pupil guidance and counseling; 
Keeping and filing records. These objectives 
will have considered any modern 
school plant. Below are listed factors that will 
influence the size the administrative space: 

The size the student body; number 
students served the building buildings. 

Type school; elementary, secondary, etc. 
sane recommendation would allot 
space comparable the size one classroom 
for the administration from 
academic classrooms. The larger elementary 
and secondary schools will need more space. 

School programs; how extensive the course 
offerings.

the size the administrative center. The 
above points must taken into consideration 
before any size can determined any 
extent. generally conceded that space 
for parents and agents should located, 
designed, and appointed that the public 
will readily locate and understand its use. 
should accessible the general office 
and the principal’s private office and the main 
corridor the school and should equipped 
with furniture and clothes hanging space. 
the larger schools this space should not 
identical with the pupil waiting space. 

The work space the general office 
usually smaller for Catholic school than 
comparable public school. Catholic school 
much the secretarial work performed 
the faculty the community house.

this office work space. Desks, filing space, 
counter, telephone, master clock, bell system, 
closets, are included this space. 
proof vault essential for proper storage 
records. counter generally employed for 
checking tardies, absentees, and payment 
tuition, thereby separating these activities 
from the working space proper. 

The principal’s private office connected 
directly with the visitors’ space, the general 
office, and the corridor. small medium 
sized school the central sound system may 
located this office. needs filing space, 
clothes closet, and connecting toilet and 
lavatory. The master clock and the signal 
system should, ordinarily, placed the 
general office workroom. the heating 
system zone controlled, the controlling 
mechanism could well placed the princi- 
pal’s private office instead the boiler room. 
The unit heat control switches should 
the boiler room. 

The large Catholic elementary and secondary 
school should contain guidance suite ad- 
jacent the office, general office, and 
should comfortable and inviting and con- 
tain the necessary equipment for testing pro- 
grams, and records. most Catholic schools 
this office could house the dean, assistant 
principal, the chaplain. conference room 
for teachers Catholic school seldom, 
ever, necessary unless several religious orders 
are represented the teaching staff where 
there abnormally large lay teaching 
staff. Even here, the library will generally 
serve this purpose admirably.

Conference rooms are necessary for 
study and committee meetings large schools. 
They should contain table, feet, 
chairs, and shelving. 


Your School Fire Safe? 


Henry 


Thanks intensified interest fire pre- 
vention, improved building materials, and 
greater knowledge firesafe construction, 
seldom does the nation experience 
caust school such claimed the lives 
175 children Collinwood, Ohio, nearly 
years ago. 

Nevertheless, total 2500 fires year 
average seven day—occur our 
public, private, and parochial schools. Some 
are minor; others destroy the building; the 
majority cause extensive damage. 

Almost one third all these are caused 
improperly installed faulty electrical 
fixtures and wiring and the careless han- 
dling matches and smoking materials. An- 
other per cent school fires are caused 
misused defective heating equipment 
and chimneys. 

Once fire breaks out school, damage 
usually extensive because vast number 
the nation’s school buildings are antiquated 
structures, built before very much was known 
about firesafe construction before building 
codes were general use. 

Because the lives that are stake 
school fires, school authorities probably are 
more cognizant potential fire danger than 
are any other one group people. That 
why school boards, today faced with the 
crowded conditions they have ever known, 
have redoubled their efforts prevent fire 
and control fire that may break out 
spite precaution. 


Fire Stops 


The most dangerous hazards which exist 
permit the rapid spread flames and prevent 
the escape pupils and teachers are open 
stairways and hollow walls which are not fire- 
stopped. Through these two 
can spread within matter minutes and 
envelop the entire structure. The architectural 
design some schools does not permit the 
installation solid doors the top stair- 
ways, but majority cases this precau- 
tion possible and now being carried 
out many school boards. Architects are 
putting into the plans for new buildings. 

Hollow walls—the other great hazard

should fire-stopped with solid blocks 
gypsum, mineral wool batts, short lengths 
lumber placed between all wall studs 
furring strips. Modern building codes require 
this type wall construction, but all too 
few buildings have it. Either they were built 
before codes came into use are located 
where codes exist. 

recent survey special group 
municipal officials and fire prevention experts 
set President Truman revealed that 
more than one third the communities 
America have building regulations what- 
ever. Therefore, firesafe construction these 
localities rests entirely the conscience 
the builder. 

Examination ruins after many school 
fire has revealed that the flames spread 
through walls which had vestige fire 
barrier, but, had such barriers existed, the 
damage would have been relatively minor. 


Insulation Walls 


Obviously, solid fire stops cannot placed 
walls existing buildings without major 
alteration job. The condition can corrected, 
however, filling the wall spaces with fire- 
proof mineral wool insulation and placing 
4-in. layer the substance between the top- 
floor and the roof, according the 
Construction Research Bureau New York, 
clearinghouse for building information. Batts 
the material can nailed place where 
there room accommodate workman, 
and, loose form, can blown through 
hose into all inaccessible places. 

Tests conducted the National Bureau 
Standards show that wood-lath wall filled 
with this substance will stop the passage 
fire for one hour, and there are many cases 
fire-department records throughout the 
country where fires starting the roof area 
have been slowed completely stopped upon 
reaching the naturally fireproof insulation. 
Mineral wool cannot burn because made 
rock, smelter slag, glass, sand, and other 
minerals. Hence requires chemical treat- 
ment make fire resistant. 


Control the Fire 


Confinement fires the area which 
they start regarded all fire-protection 
agencies the most effective means hold- 
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ing down fire damage. fires can confined, 
usually they can extinguished without great 
loss. “The first five minutes any fire are 
worth the next five hours,” axiom all 
fire fighters. 

even more importance than reducing 
damage the fact that confined fire will 
permit the escape children and teacher. 


Eliminate Reduce Hazards 


Reduction man-made hazards, such 
permitting rubbish accumulate, misuse 
heating plants, and careless use flammable 
liquids and fire-making materials, are receiv- 
ing much attention from fire prevention ex- 
perts the necessity firesafe construction. 

easy understand why per cent 
all school fires start from overheated and 
defective heating plants and chimneys. Un- 
occupied over week ends, school buildings 
often are cold and clammy Monday morn- 
ings during cold weather. bring the rooms 
comfortable temperature, the general 
practice the average janitor fireman 
force the furnace its utmost capacity. 

This does two things. makes the chimney 
abnormally hot and eventually breaks down 
the heating plant cracking the firebox. 
Any chimney too warm hold the hand 
against with comfort serious hazard 
and often will set fire wood with which 
contact. 


Economy Fuel 


Adequate thermal insulation, however, will 
far eliminating such heating plant haz- 
ards. Experience has shown that the properly 
insulated structure considerably easier and 
quicker heat with much third less 
fuel. Hence, the insulated structure, the 
heating system not forced capacity. 

Many schools which have installed proper 
insulation report that fuel savings alone have 
paid for the installation within three five 
years and that after that time the insulation 
has continued return dividends fuel sav- 
ings each year. This itself worth con- 
sidering these days heavily strained 
school budgets.
